“Under God” shouldn't be there 


The Pledge of Allegiance is 
again at the center of controversy 
regarding freedom of religion. It 
shouldn't be there. 

What happened, of course, was 
that a Federal Court of Appeals in 
California ruled that because the 
Pledge of Allegiance includes the 
words “under God”, it cannot be 
recited in public schools. And 
while it might seem like a silly 
point, it is exactly the sort of thing 
that makes blood boil on both sides 
of the controversy over freedom 
of religion. 


And it is not a new contro- 
versy. When I started school in 
1952, there was no “under God” 
phrase. I recently came across 
something written by my father, 
Capt. Larz Neilson, in 1968. The 
context was in aneditorial calling 
a new Massachusetts law silly. 

Here’s what the Captain wrote 
on the Pledge of Allegiance 44 
years ago: 

“ It reminds us of the hysteria 
that resulted in the changing of our 
Pledge of Alegiance from a fine

You would 
never guess from reading that sen- 
tence that approval and disap- 
proval werea mere five votes apart. 
Does that mean those pro votes 
don’t count?

“The cost of riding a 
school bus here is going up,” 
notes the Winchester edition 
of the ‘Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The School Committee 
recently approved a 14 per- 
cent increase in school bus- 
ing fees. 

“The increase will cover 
the $233,856 total expenses of 
six regular buses at $35,476 
and four kindergarten buses 
at $5,250 and would not 
require any subsidies coming 
from the operating budget. 

“With the new increase, an 
annual pass for one student 
goes up from $345 to $393 per 
round trip and a one-way trip 
has been hiked from $225 to 
$280 next September, 

“In the case of families 
with two children traveling 
by bus, the round trip will 
cost $592, up from $520 and a 
one-way pass will increase 
from $340 to $388. 

“However, the maximum 
fee per family will be $696 
round trip and $456 one-way,
